Tuesday night a large number of 
the Friends oT Iriah Freedom aasem- 

Med at St. Cecilia Hall, 8t Oeellia 
street, and enjoyed a most enthusias- 
tic and Interesting evening, the musi- 
cal programme and the preparations 
for the entertainment of the people 
being highly praised upon every side. 
Rev. John A. O'Connor, President of 
the Louisville Fiiends, presided and 
opened the meeting with the state- 
ment that it was their wish to place 
Ireland before his hearers a.s a repub- 
lic, that they only desire this nation 
to do for Ireland what France did 
for this country, and thus bring about 
Ireland's ^freedom. The Iriah people 
want no friction between this coun- 
try and England, but only their Qod- 
glven right to occupy the position of 
a free and self-^vsmed pecvle.

In 1876 Lord Monieogle mamled 

the sister of another school friend, a 
daughter of the Bishop of Meath. His 
wife was an ardent Home Ruler and 
gradually as the years went by she 
succeeded In converting her husband 
to the lealiztftion that mere material 
prosperity would neVer solve the Irish 
question. This was further stroogth' 
enod by the hold the Gaelic took up- 
on Ireland ^and the growing 
determinatiim tb^ughout all the 
ronntry to emphasize the na- 
tional aspect of Ireland's claims. 
To Lord Monteagle, along with 
other far - seeing Irishmen, grad- 
nally came the conviction that In 
a federal alliance rather than union 
lay the only liope of peace. But 
political contro\"r8y scarcely found 
an echo In Foynes. At present this 
remote .■Vtlantlo port, but It Is 
one of the must magnificent natural 
harbors In the world, provlddng safe 
anchorage for fleets of ships of 10,- 
000 tonnage and with the minimum 
of artificial oonstruettoa for any num« 
iMr of any sise. 

"It has for years been a dream of 
mine that Foynen would eventually 
become one of the great world ports," 
said Lord .Monteagle in talking of Ills 
home. "It ba,s unliiiiilr'il trnding pos- 
elbiliticH iind is tho natural terminus 
of Irish-American ocean traffic, nut 
our people have still to be made 
ready for It when it come.s, and that 
has always been my chief concern. 
To understand my neigh jrars, to live 
with them year in and year out in 
harmony and real f rteodahlp, to un- 
derstand their needs and InsiMar as In 
me lay 4o help them to adiieve them, 
to identify my life with Chalva— that 
ie what I have' always striven for." 

In thla aim Lord Monteagle had 
the complete sympathy of his wffe, 
who spent her entire married life 
working to establish better conditions 
among tlie peasants of Limerick. Free 
nairsing, free schools, peasaft inifis- 
trles, farm institutes, and co-opein- 
tlon developed to tts uttnost, were all 
parts of' the scheme, and in Its serv- 
ice Lady Monteagle died in 1908 of 
consumption, contracted during her 
village work. 

Ix>rd Monteagle was elected to the 
first county council set up In Ireland 
in 1898 and staee that time has held 
county offices continuously. He is 
and has always been a staunch friend 
of Sir Horace Plunkett and whence 
Irish Dominion League was formed 
Lord Monteagle at once gave it his 
complete support. But no one real- 
ized that it wotild f,Tll to this gentle 
old man, now in his sevwrtty-flrst 
year, who proudly yet deprecatlngly 
refers to hiiii-cli :i- ,1 "liackwoods- 
man," acii; ' > ' • n ii in- > legislative

Looking round the House of Lords, 
ThomaB .Spring-Rice, the Second Bar- 
on Monteagle of Brandon, the peer 
who Introduced tlie Domlnltm of Ire- 
land bill in that House, la the Ust 
man you would have picked out In 
that assembly of hereditary aristo- 
crats to produce a document to up- 
set a government- -one which con- 
tains "more »tateeinanship, more 
democracy, more self-determination 
and more liorse sense than any home 
rule bill which has ever been p;-esent- 
(hI to the Hrltlsh ParHamenl," as .Sir 
Horace Plunkett put it. Lord Mont- 
eagle, "a quiet, unassuming peer," 
with gentle eyes and long white 
beard. Is an Iriahman from thu banks 
of the Shannon, where at the age of 
sixteen, fifty-four years ago, he suc- 
ceeded to his grandfather's title. He 
was then a schoolboy at Harrow. On 
attaining his majority he went to live 
at Foynes, ths family esUte of about 
7,000 acres in the County of Limer- 
ick. 

To a young man brought up in the 
aristocratic atmosphere of a great 
English public school the rceponsl- 
hillty of governing the liv*w and for- 
(ones of hundreds of peas;inib was 
almost Btaggerini:. But boy as he 
was, he Immediately took his position 
seriously and proceeded to make good 
his obligations. This meant that 
almost Immediately be waa called 
upon to cihooBe between his own fam- 
ily fortune and the future and wel- 
fare of his tsonnts. 

Those wera the days of the land 
trouble In Ireland and It is signlfl- 
«Mit that the young peer was the first 
to support Gladstone's land acts of 
1 886. He supported and put them 
Into Immediate practice, with the re- 
sult that be gave 4,000 acres to h'is 
tenants at once; this was prc-cntly 
followed by the s.il.- i^f Ui- r.iriii 
lands in small lioldings to peiu>unt 
farmers on terms eacoaedingly advan- 
tageous to tbem. B«t LArd Mont- 
eagle did not, as many other Irish 
landlords, turn his property into cash 
In order to come and live In England, 
leaving the peasants to their fate. 
He retained possession of his villages 
only and settled down 4a bis family 
home at Foynes to devote his life to 
nis country and his people. 

Lord Monteagle was not a Home 
Ruler In those days; he believed that 
Irleh farmers would want nothing 
more If they were glvm tho imtj. Bs 
was the first and the moat eaton^as- 
Uc supporter of the Irish Agricultural 
Organization Society which intro- 
duced the co-operative syetem of 
farming Into Ireland. It was in the 
dining room at Mount Trenchard, 
Foynes, that his okl friend and 
schoolmate. Horace Plunkett, the on- 
ly one among hll the oompanMus of 
bi» youth who now, had syuvpathy

hcii own (in;( ial organs lor the pro- 
paganda. Vrt It is only three 
months siiKc th,' New Age Magazine, 
published al Washington, D. C, as 
the official organ "of the Supi-eme 
Council of the Thirty-third Degree of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottialh 
Rite of Freemasonary for the South- 
ern JurisdieUon of the United States 
of America." and "owned and pub- 
lished" by that body, printed a serias 
of editorial notes dealing with ttae 
sdhools In a manner evidencing out- 
right hostility. One of the articles 
was entitled "A Crying Need," the 
burden of It being tho demand that 
all children of school age be obliged 
by law to attend putillc scliools "at 
'east five hours every day for at 
least five days in the week during tho 
school term." Another article ar- 
gued the necessity of "arousing in- 
tersst In the public schools," stating 
that they are "the vertebrae of the 
Republic and the foundation of Amer- 
ican citizenship," and uiying the 
granting of Fedefal aid to the 
•schools, in hermony with the danger- 
ous SmIth-Towner propoaal. And a 
thlprl editorial expression, treating 
the question; "Is the Parotihlal 
School the Place for Patrlotlifin?" an- 
swered. this query in a negative way, 
thus adding one more serious charge 
to a ,eries o\ acrusalions calculated 
to arouse and encourage hostility to 
the parochial schools. 

Lest the reader be tempted to as- 
sume that the Masonic publication 
quoted Is merely an exiceptlon to the 
rule, let him note another statement 
gleafted from « MftionSc source per- 
taining to sehools, and T^raaantlnc 
a resolution adopted by a IMasonlo 
t>o<ly. The August Issue of The 
Ruihi.-r, "a Journal for the Masonlo 
"Indent," published monthly at Ana- 
mosa, Iowa, by the National Masonic 
Research .Society, reproduces a "Re- 
port of Committee on Patriotic Serv- 
ice of the Grand 1/odge of North D.i- 
kota." this report having been a<lopt- 
ed by the Grand I^odge of that State 
on July 17, 192i). The second of 
the "proposition," to the "promul- 
gation" of wblah the Grand I^odge 
waa urged "to commit itself and to 
which it dU commit itself, reads: 
"That 'this Oovernmeot ia baaed upon 
a loyal and Intelllseat dtiscariilp, 
.ind therefore it mUst fontrtri the 
.igencles which train that cltlzent^ip, 
1. e.. the elementary public school.' " 
The sense In wtiich,thi.^ statement 
ia resanled liy ilie iiroponentn of the 
re.solution is i>x idfut Iimui the follow- 
ing enually .signlflcant declaration: 
•Thiid. we much prefer the elitnlna- 
tJon of the private and' parochial 
schools since the one makes for class 
distinction and the other for religious 
Intolerance; but it suoh elimination 
Is found inespedieat at this time, we 
recommend that bu(A schools be un- 
der dose supervision of the public 
school ofncltas of the State and na^ 
tion, and that they be oomp^ed to 
maintain the same standards raQulred 
of the public sohoois." 

There can be no misunderstanding 
of the purpose of these statements. 
HoBtlllty towards the parochial 
Bchooi In particular has been more 
open during the past few years than 
tt had been for a decade or more past. 
U behooves tJie rank and file of the 
Catholic laity as well as their leaders 
to bejMi guard.

Officers of the Knights of Columbus 
urging recognition of the Renutilic of 
Ireland. 

District Attorney Jo.seph C. Pelle- 
tler. of Boston, wlu) is Supreme Ad- 
vocate of the oixler, drafted the reso- 
lutions, iw-hoae closing statement an- 
nounced that the Knights as a body 
placed on record their recognition of 
tlie Irieh Republic, as represented by 
Us President, BaoMnn 4e Valera, and 
pledged their efforts to the end that 
"the United States may without d^ 
lay also recognise the Republic of 
Ireland." The Knights give formal 
credence to the statements of the 
Chief Executive of the Irish Repub- 
lic au<l cite de Valeia's Indictment of 
the British regime in Ireland as "how 
little more than a sy.steni of lIccn.sinK 
the shooting up of peaceful toivns 
and villages and the murder of un- 
armed Irish citizens by roving band.s 
of irresponsible British imtlitary mar- 
auders." After a reference to tho 
bombing and burning of Irish towns 
and raids on 20,000 Irish homes by 
the British, note is taken of the "du- 
ly elected covernment of the Repub- 
lic off Ireland, a govemment that Is 
entitled to rule by democratic right 
and is, in fact, ruling throu«h the 
greater part of tlie country, function-
